The box was an ordinary pine 


affair, probably 15x18 inches and 


1 3 inches deep, fastened 
with a 
(lasp, but was not locked. 
A t first M r. Russell was inclined 
to the belief that he had struck 
«omethlng of value, but a careful 
investigation revealed that the con­ 
tents of the box would be appre­ 
ciated 
by 
M r. 
Thom pson’s im ­ 
mediate xkmily more than anyone 
else, so they were turned over to a 
relative, who w ill forward them to 
Mrs. Thompson in St. Louis in­ 
stead of to M r. Thompson, who is 
still holding forth in O ld M exico, 
the w intry blasts of Missouri not 
being conducive to his health. 
A m o n g the local newspapers in 
the box was the initial number of 
the D aily Sedalia Tim es of March 
37, 1872. 
A t the masthead was 
the name of Cuarles M . W alker, 
now a writer on the Indianapolis 
Journal, as editor. 
It is a small 
five column paper of four pages, 
about one-half of the sheet being 
devoted to advertising. 
In a report of a republican mu­ 
nicipal convention held the night 
before the Tim es slated that it was 
called to order by P. G . Stafford, 
an d F . A . Sampson acted as secre­ 
tary.
